effectively by planUng shrubbery to 
cover up sharp angles, and vines Ju- 
diciously distributer!, not on]y molta 
the home more attractive but serve 
to make the surroundings more pleas- 
ant during the heated term by fur- 
nishing shade. 
As the most appro- 


priate vines for this purpose, among 
others, he recommended the wisteria, 
Dutchman's pipe, fumpet creeper or 
Boston or Japan ivy.
